1 majored in art in college, 
but got bored during my 
third year and dropped out 
to try the Navy for a while 
During the course of my six 
year hitch, | met mv wife, 
Andrea, through a letter page 
in FANTASTIC FOUR #36. 
We wrote each other for 
nearly three years and then 
she came to California where 
we were married. A year later 
we had our one son, Ivan, 
and then went to Guam, (last 
of the 'tropical paradises' 
sometimes referred to as the 
tropical paradise that killed 
tropical paradises). Actually, 
we had a great tour of duty 
there, but it merely strength- 
ened my determination to get 
out of the Navy and. strike 
for the comics business. 
Upon the end of my enlist- 
ment, 1 returned to the 
States, where, thanks to lots 
of help and goodwill from 
Neal Adams and trial script 
from Jim Warren, | seem to 
be making that first tentative 
step up the ladder. With all 
the helpful people I've met in 
the business, ! may just 
make it.
